the public tlirough Ilia Excollcncy tho 
Marquis of Loriiu an inturoatins and val- 
uablo picco of infonnation whicJi matovi- 
ally coiicurns the woll-boing of this splen-. 
did province. His Excolloncy, in his 
reply to tho association's address, read n 
teifgrain from tlie proaidont of the Cana- 
dian .Pacific llailway. The telegram 
atiitcsWfiat'^'a ^practicable route having 
been founS through the Selkirk range the 
railway will enter the province rid tho 
Kicking Horse Pai.i; that the grades are 
easier than any of tho American liiies; 
that the company hope to l,e within 250 
miles of Kamloops by this timu next 
year; and that the whole line will be com- 
pleted from Montreal to the Pacific by 
the Ist January, 1887. Tliero are many 
hrro who will regard with some disfavor 
the adoption I'f tliu noutliurn route for 
tho railway. It has always been felt de- 
nirablo that in tho interest of tho prov- 
ince tho line should traver.se and open up 
lis largo a tract of ])rovincial territory na 
possible. Tho Vellowhead Pass wuuld 
have opened up an iiiiportant section rich 
■in mineral and coal, and its adoption 
■. Would havu I'cinoved the Canadian line 
from the danger of successful cumin ti 
tion.'by tho Northern Pacific lino. Ihis 
lust consideration, however, tU.e.s not 
seem to be regarded as having much 
weight at Ottawa; and as Canada is build- 
ing the railuay in the interest of the 
whole Country the peculiar bearing (,f 
the route selected upon this provinco in 
particular is not likely to bo considered, 
IiV'.YiBars to come an alternative line may 
Teach tho province t»ia Yellowhead or 
some more nur'litrn pays; but that pros- 
jiect is too rem.ite to bo discussed now. 
Hi.s Exoeilency's conunonts on the labor 
, i|Uoation although distasteful to many are 
-nevertheless practical. Canada cannot 
■.affiijd. to be "tiistauced" by the Northern 
Pacific railway. Wo have always thought 
that the Canadian government failed to 
grasp a great opportunity h Iiou it neg- 
lected to inaugurate an intelligent .system 
I'f white immigration from Kurope to this 
province in anticipation of railway con- 
struction. By that means a constant 
hlrcnm Df a most desirable cl.ias of people 
' would liave been directed hither, and 
after lailway completion tho laborers 
would have become stock raisers and 
f.arniers and peopled the vacant lands of 
tho provirico. Let any one reflect for a. 
moment what would have been the effect 
upon' the Northwest Territory if tho rail- 
way laborers at work there were drawn 
from tliD vice fields of China or tlio alums 
of Canton ? A trJie of the benefits al- 
ready reaped by the I'rairio Province 
through railway constrnciion would not 
have been realized, and Winnipeg instead 
of being a civilized oouimuni ty, with its 
churches, schooli, vast warehouses, niag- 
nillcent residences and permanent ini- 
• proveinents, would have been but a tem- 
porary place of abode for tho hoatlion 
and the bulk of the money expended by 
tho government would have been sent 
away to China. It is too late now to ex- 
press regrets as '.o what might have boon; 
but it still lies in the iiower of tho Cana- 
dian government to sensibly mitigate tho 
evils which li;ive already tlowed from the 
Chinese presence by immediately adopt- 
ing steps to assist navvies from the Old 
Country to roach this promising land. 
The railway, as a matter of course, must 
>je conatructod speedily; iiud whore white 
labor is not forthcoming Chinese labor 
will be substituted. But we would sin- 
cerely and respectfully urge on His Ex- 
cellency the importance of recommending, 
inter aiia, the absolute nece.isity which 
exists for extending tho immigration sys- 
tem now in force in the Northwest to this 
province. 



THE TELEiJRAI'Il. 

The extraordinary position assumed by 
the local government organ towards the 
telegraph service ban met with a sup- 
porter in tho usually lovul-lieaded Colum- 
liiua. Tho plan of the .^tomlard is briefly 
this: to delay the introduction of a reform 
in thu service until after an overland tele- 
graph lino through British territory shall 
have been completed. The Columbian 
ondorses this stupid suggestion and adds 
I bo gratuitous information that The Colo- 
nift has reconiinended tho granting of a 
right, to lay a telegraph cable across the 
Straits to Victoria to nn American com- 
pany. Now, The Coloniit has not recom- 
mended any such scheme, except as a 
t/tTiiicr re-iort in the event of tho guvcrn- 
inent declining to make the New West- 
minster and Victori.a uUices night ofHces. 
Both of our contemporaries avoid all 
•reference to tho remedy which we sug- 
ge'sted, viz. : that an additional operator 
should bo appointed for Victoria and 
another for New Wostniinster. 'J'his 
might be done at a cost of less than §150 
per month and Iho olhccs kept open all 
night or as long ab any dispatches re- 
quire to be sent (jr received. If tho 
country is compelled to wait for the per- 
fection of its tclegr;ip!i.''3'3tein until the over 
land lino has bveii completed and placed 
on an eflicient footing, at least a year 
will el, Ipso before any improvement can 
bo etl'ectod. The remedy wo suggested 
is within rejvch. It can be had for the 
asking and within twonly-four hours' 
notice. Still a I'ortion of the press of 
the province endeavor to block the way 
to an arrangement. Let us hope that 
there i.s not underlying this opposition to 
cfiiciont telegraphy a desire on their 
part to avoid tho expenditure of a paltrj- 
$400 or .?500 a month for news, which, as 
the lino is always "down" to tho press, 
they now save.
